While they are away, should the domestic 
season be suspended or should it continue? 

We asked the NSW State League clubs 
this week for their views. 


CANTERBURY 


‘The State League 
sHould certainly con- 
tinue,” said Canterbury's 


Con Tzavellas. 
“itis perhaps a dif- 
ferent story for the 


Philips League but | 
don't see why the State 
should be disrupted. 

“The World Cup will 
attract a lot of attention, 
naturally, but | think 
people will still want to 
go out on the weekends 
to see ‘live’ soccer. 

“! can't see why we 
should cut off their nor- 
mal soccer entertain- 
ment. 

“1 am assuming, of 
course,that the TV 
stations won't replay late 
night games on Saturday 
and Sunday afternoons. 

“In fact, steps should 
be taken now that this 
doesn't happen.” 

Con said the PSL 
should look at the 
possibility of 
rescheduling the mat: 
ches of those teams 
which provide two or 
more players for the 
national team. 

“But | don’t think it is 
a wise move to suspend 
any competition 
altogether, 

“European countries 
can delay the start of 
their season or even end 
it sooner so they can 
avoid our problems, but 
we must get people into 
the habit of going to 
soccer,” Con said. 

“If we start breaking 
this habit, some won't 
come back when it's all 
over,” he added, 


RIVERWOOD 


Riverwood’s Eric Smith 
was one of many who said 
the State League should 
continue. 

“| suppose the reason 
the question is being 
asked is that the World 
Cup will undoubtedly get 
great coverage in the 
press and there will be 
little room left for any

“But | think we have to 
be realistic.

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For years, there has been a bitter argument pro 
and contra imported players, with passions rising 
on both sides, 

I have never advocated a full ban on imported 
players, especially genuine migrants. 

We all know that, for a number of reasons, 
Australian soccer still does not produce enough 
quality players. But that's another story. 

Also, if powerful soccer nations such as Spain, 
Belgium, Germany, Italy and even England feel 
that they need a sprinkling of foreign talent to pep 
up their league, surely our need is tenfold. 

Still, all but a few will agree that the flow has to 
be kept under some control and, for this very 
reason, the ASF and some States have 
established various quota systems, limiting the 
number of “temporary visa players” per club. 

This in my view, is not quite adequate. What the 
PSL, via the ASF, should introduce is a levy. 

If the Australian car, shoe, wool or cotton in- 
dustries can be partially protected by tariff 
barriers, why not the soccer industry? 

Let the clubs bring in overseas players by all 
means — but make then pay a lump sum, say 
$2,000, in levy. 

This would result in two things: clubs would be 
more careful in whom they sign from overseas — 
and the money collected in levy could be used for 
producing more and better local coaches. 

Of course, some smart PSL clubs would try to 
circumvent paying this levy by arranging the im- 
portation of players through non-levied State 
League clubs. 

But that hole can be easily plugged by 
decreeing that any imported player transfering 
from State clubs to PSL clubs within two or three 
years of his arrival would also fall into the levy 
category. 


It's good to welcome the new one-hour soccer 
show on Channel 0-28, shown at 6.30pm on 
Fridays, hosted by David Fordham. I'm sure the 
program will improve and many of the little bugs 
will be ironed out. 

One such bug was an amazing statement by 
Tommy Docherty. Talking about previous World 
Cup finals Docherty — who had played for 
Scotland in 1954 — told us tl in 1954 teams 
didn't have to qualify for the finals, just write an 
application and they were in. 

Of course, that’s nonsense: the only time there 
were no qualification games was in 1930 when 
hardly anybody wanted to travel to Uruguay. 

What is true, however, is that, as in 1950 and 
1954, the winner and the runner-up of the British 
International championship, England and 
Scotland, qualified for the finals. So that was their 
World Cup elimination group — even if nobody 
had told Tommy Docherty about it. 

Just for the record: Scotland in the 1954 Finals 
lost 1-0 to Austria, in Zurich, then also lost 7-0 to 
Uruguay, in Basel. Docherty played in both mat- 
ches — as did former Hakoah fullback Jock Aird 
who still lives in Sydney. 


Two more little bugs on the Channel O program: 

1. More care ought to be exercised with the 
graphics flashed on the screen, Club names 
mispelt were Athletico Madrid (it's Atletico), 
Tiblisi (it's Tbilisi) and Ostarva (Ostrava).

1f you ever wondered what Australian soccer 
was all about, a short item in last week’s Sydney 
Morning Herald provided the answer. 

In that story, Canberra coach George Murray 
declared that the $20,000 received for Giam- 
paolo’s transfer and some of the $40,000 sponsor- 
ship money from Lotto would be used to buy new 
players. 

In fact, he said, he had already booked two “top 
class” Scottish strikers. 

Then, the ultimate insul 
Giampaolo had still been in Canberra he wouldn't 
have been in my team to play Newcastle this 
weekend.” 

So this is it, then. All the sickening malaise of 
Australian soccer ina tiny capsule. 

Acoach who arrived a mere two months ago 


from Scotland referring to Canberra as “my team,” 


clearly condoned by a club committee, tells us 
that he would rather have two Scottish imports 
than a Canberra-born player of enormous talent. 
Their ONLY Canberra-born player, in fact. 
He is allowed (who can stop these things?) to 


rub salt into the wound and, to justify his decision, 


belittle Giampaolo. 

This can only happen in Australia. 

Can you, fora moment, try to imagine that a 
Dutch coach takes over the reins at Southampton, 
sells Kevin Keegan and announces to the fans 
that he'd rather have two players from Holland? 

He would be torn apart, limb from limb. Here, 
George Murray probably won't even be asked by 
his club to “please explai 
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Lotto, wnicn has just kicked $40,000 into Can- 
berra’s kitty, must have their head examined if 
they allow their sponsorship money to be wasted 
in this fashion. 

And those of us who support Lotto with our 
weekly offerings should also have another think 
about the matter.

Predictably, Manny Poulakakis got the sack. 
Everybody has been half-expecting it for some 
weeks. 

So there is the first casualty of the season. The 
second will follow, soon. Who? It's open betting at 
the moment. 

But it’s hard to feel too much sympathy for 
those club committees which make the wrong ap- 
pointment and then, under pressure from their 
fans, have to axe the coach. 

Very few clubs make a rational decision when 
they engage a coach: it’s often the glibbest and 
the slickest who sells himself to the committee. 

Let's face it: it's child's play to impress most 
committee members. 

The applicant is enthusiastic (because he 
prefers fulltime coaching to an outside job), talks 
in bombastic terms about “total” football and 
“commitment” and “drive” and some such and 
even drops a tear or two as part of his spiel. 
anice chap," the committee nods “and 
he likes our club, too. He says we're the best club 
in Australia.” 

That does it: the decision is made on infantile 
grounds. 


sks technical questions, nobody 
demands a full season's program in writing, 
nobody wants to know how the coach wants to 
improve the existing team; they just swallow the 
hook and sign a contract. 

Would a club president engage an industrial 
designer, plant manager, or even an ordinary 
ein eee on such a flimsy basis for his own com- 
pany’ 

Not on your life. He’d be more careful there 
because it's his business and his livelihood. it’s 
for real. 

Soccer isn't for real; it’s a hobby. So let's make 
mistakes (“we are only human," comes the cliche) 
— for which the club pays. 

Some coaches will feel I'm being too harsh on 
their profession. 

But | trust that the vast majority of soccer fans 
will agree with me. 

Contrary to one of my critics, I'm not “anti- 
coach." | do admire the good ones, those who 
have produced or created something new, lasting 
or entertaining. 

Let me rattle off a few examples. In the late 
1950s and early 1960s it was Joe Viasits with Can- 
terbury, Prague and Budapest (winning a title with 
all of them), then Joe Venglos with a fundamen- 
tally ordinary Prague, later Frank Arok with 
St.George, Tony Schwarz with Croatia, Edmund 
Kreft with Adelaide City and last year Len McKen- 
dry with Heidelberg. 

They all transformed average players into very 
good ones and built teams with a distinctive and 
successful style. 

But far too many others simply plod on with 
limited vision, curbed imagination anda 
knowledge based on facile slogans. 

It's really a marvellous profession, something 
akin to sculpting; Rodin was a great “coach” with 
marble, chiselling masterpieces out of hunks. 

Another, less artistic person, would have sold 
the marble blocks by the kilogram on the Paris 
Flea Market. 

Examples abound overseas. Take Brian Clough 
who, out of average second division players anda 
Jot of cast-offs, created today's brilliant Not- 
tingham. 

Or think of Luis Cesar Menotti, the first man 
able to harness the natural talent and aggression 
of the Argentinians, add team discipline and self- 
control as well as motivation — and won the 
World Cup. 

These are the creative coaches, ona higher in- 
tellectual plane. 

Crafts like that cannot be learned at courses, 
even if they are well conducted though the basic 
theoretical know-how can be acquired there. 


Still on coaches...Rudi Gutendorf is in Saudi 
Arabia, looking World Cup group there, 
studying our possible opponent in the final play- 
off in the Asian-Oceanic group. 

(“Spying”, not studying, is the emotive word af- 
ternoon papers use; after all, everybody is 
fascinated by spies but who wants to study 
anything?) 

It’s a. good idea to have a look at the group and 
chart the strengths and weaknesses of Saudi 
Arabia, perhaps Ir 

We should have another “spy” in Kuwait, too, 
where another subgroup tournament is about to 
be staged with the likely winner coming from the 
Kuwait-South Korea pair. 

But why Gutendorf? Why did he have togo 
there personally instead of sending a trusted. 
deputy, like Scheinflug, Baumgartner, Viasits or 
somebody else? 

Gutendort hasn’t got an hour to waste before 
the April 25 World Cup match in Auckland — he’s 
already wasted too much time. 

By now a composed, settled squad should be 
preparing, under Gutendort, for the Auckland 
match. 

Instead, Gutendorf is in Saudi Arabia, “spying” 
ona team we may not even play if we slip up 
against the Kiwis. 

Which makes you worder why we don't have 
somebody looking at New Zealand, instead? 

Isn’t that our first match? Or do we take it for 
granted that we'll sweep New Zealand out of the 
way? . 

Some of our World Cup planning will make 
astonishing reading for posterity.
